LONDON, Aug. 28.— Mr. Laboucherc 


haa admitted having received the letter 
staled to have been written to him 'by 
Mr. Gladstone, and has also admitted 
thnt In the letter Mr. Oladstone as- 
mimed the responsibility for the exclus- 
ion of Mr. Labouchore from the cab- 
inet More than this, as to the con- 
tents of the letter, Mr, Labouchere de- 
clined to divulge, but ho added that 
the letter would be published in next 
week's issue of Truth. 


Mr, Labonchere declares that he has 


notaltercd and will not alter his opin- 
ion regarding the Influences which 
caused his exclusion from the cabinet. 
Them Is a growing' opinion that Mr. 
Labouehero Is making a fuss in order 
to add to the profits of his paper, which 
had greatly increased sales this week. 


The Times suggests that Mr. Labou- 


cht'ro played to be excluded from the 
ctibinet to enable him to pose as a mar- 
tyr, and adds; ''His probable that Mr. 
Gladstone, finding Mr. Labouchore dis- 
inclined to join the ministry, desired to 
tmve his nonaccoptance recorded in 
writing.

LONDON, Aug. 20.—Everybody Is talk- 


ing about the choleiaand tho chances 
of the scourge invading Great llritain. 
The newspapers arc beginning to pub- 
lish no-called remedies, every fad being 
given full publicity. These, with tho 
dispatches contained in tho papers, 
have n tendency to create public alarm 
and neutralise any ctTect which might 
hiive otherwise been produced by tho 
calm tone of tho editorials of tho leivl- 
Ing journals, in which the avoidance 
of worry and apprehension ia urged, 
while tho taking ot all reasonable pre- 
caution Is also advised. 


The Lancet takes a pessimistic view 


nf the situation. It Is regarded by 
many as a significant fact, as tho Lan- 
cet is recognized as a very weighty au 
thorky on all matters of this kind. It 
must be admitted, too, that the Lancet 
linn constantly predicted just what was 
occurred in connection with the present 
maruh of cholera. It uttered its first 
warning when the epidemic had hardly 
readied suftluicnt proportions In tho 
oast to attract general attention. The™ 
warnings have been reiterated at every 
step of the dteease westward. Tho 
true nature of tho disease from v/hlch 
Paris suffered for a time waa also 
exposed by tho Lancet, and it was 
largely due to this exposure that tho 
French government awoke to action 
and succeeded in stamping out tho 
plague before it had reached a formid- 
able stage In tho French capital. Tho 
paper now takes tho ground that thoro 
is every reason to expect the advent of 
the cholera in England. Tho duty of 
the hou r Is to prepare for the Invasion 
as If its coming was assured. For this 
reason the Lancet advises the Imme- 
diate opening of training schools for 
cholera nurses. Unless this training is 
begun at once, it says, wo are likely to 
find ourselves In tho grasp of tho epi- 
demic without a staff of nurses capa- 
ble of attending tho sick. The paper 
declares that the ordinary nurses can- 
not de»l properly with cholera patients. 
A special training is required. 


In giving Its reasons for predicting 


the entrance of the disease into En- 
gland, tho Lancet argues that the 
rapidity with which tho infection has 
traveled by the aid of Gorman rail- 
ways carrying Russian emigrants to 
the North sett, has brought us face to 
face with a typo of the disease hnving 
all the vlrulenco of tho Asiatic form. 
In former years the situation was 
different 
The present state of things 


is far more serious than if the disease 
had reached a point as near England 
as Hamburg after a longer period 
of

stance tho malady would lose some of 
its violent characteristics en route. 
Now we are apt to find pontons leaving 
llambuig apparently well and arriving 
well In England, insuring their passage 
of quarantine, and yet falling ill im- 
mediately afterward. 


The health officers at Oravesend arc 


boarding, every vessel arriving from 
continental ports and every precaution 
that can bti devised Is in operation; but 
ns yet no suspicious case has been dis- 
covered among passengers or crews. 
MUST RKI'OKT ALL CAHKB OF CHOLERA. 


The president of the Berlin police 


has made It known through the press 
that doctor* and heads of families are 
bound instantly to report nil cases of 
llliiMs suspected to be cholera so long 
as the epidemic shall continue. As 
letters and papers from Russia are not 
disinfected, as they were during former 
epidemics, 
persons receiving 
such 


thing* from places where the cholera 
prevails are advised to burn them ns 
soon as passible and to take care to 
cleanse their hands thoroughly.

The Oholera Excitement Increasing*. 
ANTWERP, Aug. 20.—The oxcitment 


in thin city over the outbreak of cholera 
is increasing. There is little doubt 
that the disease was brought here by 
vessels from eastern Europe. The first 
victims wore dock laborers. They were 
taken to tho hospitals whore the doc- 
tors stated that it 
was ordinary 


cholera, and that nothing was to 
be dreaded from it. Tho disease, 
however, spread, and tho public be- 
came alarmed. The first victim died 
almost Immediately after entering the 
hospital and the appearance of the 
body showed tho disease to be Asiatic 
cholera. About rain-fourth of all tho 
cholera patients removed to the hos- 
pitals have died. The quarantine regu- 
lations are strictly enforced. Every 
vessel from French, German and Rus- 
sian ports are detained for examination 
and thoroughly inspected. 


Busalan Jaws Bn Route to America. 
PARIS, Aug. 26.—The Jewish commit- 


tee here state that within a month 1,- 
ODO Jews, refugees from Russia, have 
passed through Paris, most of whom 
were on their way to the United States. 
Those who have recently arrived horo 
h avo been In a moot filthy condition, so 
much BO that it WHS found necessary to 
disinfect quarters occupied by them 
while horo.

against Grand Master Sweeney among 
the late strikers, who consider that 
they have been duped and betrayed by 
him. 
One of them stated that Sweeney 


had given the men no chance to get 
their places back again. If he had 
given them an intimation, Wednesday, 
that he intended to declare tho strike 
off, or had held it until to-day, the men 
say they would have had a chance to 
see their former employers and make 
terms with them. But declaring the 
striki' oft at midnight gave them no 
change. 
f "Sweeney had better get out of town 
and get out quick," was tho remark of 
one of the bitterly disappointed men.

More Help Than They Need.

They are members of the Amalgamated 
association, but are skilled workmen. 
Superintendent Potter says his force 
now numbers between 2,100 and 2,800 
men, 
and everything is progressing sat- 


isfactorily to the company. Nearly fiOO 
mechanics arrived from Philadelphia 
yesterday. 
Mr. Potter says they are 


now getting more skilled workmen 
than are needed; that they cannot 
properly take care of any more until 
the new company houses are ready for 
occupancy. The weeding out has be- 
gun, and it is claimed that in a short 
time every department will be manned 
by full and competent crews.
